The same plan, it was said, would 
be considered by the city council 
whose 35,000-odd employes are in a 
month or more arrears on their sal- 
aries, 

“I do not desire to prevent the city 
employes from getting their pay and 
thereby to force them into the hands 
of the loan sharks,” said Mayor 
Thompson in a communication to the 
council, “Nothing can now be gain- 
el by again vetoing the reductions. 
Should I again veto the slashing of 
inajor activities, the immediate result 
might be chaos.” 

He charged the majority of 
aldermen violated state laws by _ re- 
fusing to appropriate adequately for 
municipal activities. The aldermanic 
ot ee consistently has opposed any 
budget that would spend more than 
the estimated revenues. 

The mayor told the council the only 
solution of the financial problem must 
come through a special session of the 
le gislature. 

County commissioners said they had 
assurance from several large busi- 
ness houses that the scrip would be 
accepted. Many employes, however. 
were fearful that the butcher, baker 
‘nd landlord would seek to levy heavy 
‘iscount on the paper. 

The warrants will be drawn against 
1950 taxes to be collected in 1931. 
They will bear interest from the date 
of issuance.

Harry O. Mitchell, of the Atlanta 
office of the United States depart- 
ment of commerce, recently returned 
to Atlanta from Cuba and while away 
discussed the proposed trip with lead- 
ing Cubans. he suggestions he made, 
which he says were enthusiastically re- 
ceived, grew out of informal invita- 
tions extended Atlantans when Cuba’s 
good-will tourists were here in De- 
cember.

LONDON, England, Jan. 24.—The 
“bankruptcy of Chicago” is the sen- 
sational news that has already pushed 
the five-power naval conference off 
the front pages of even the press en- 
tirely out of London. Perhaps it is 
regarded as a more hopeful situation. 

The Daily Telegraph, under scream- 
ing headlines that are raucous for 
Great Britain, declares that Chicago 


has “no money to pay its police force, 
its firemen and its teachers ... 
thousands of aged and infirm have 
been thrown into the streets . . . the 
sick, blind and deaf and dumb have 
been ejected from the municipality 
wards . . . mothers’ pensions have 
been cut off . . . workhouses are 
without coal. . . bankers are holding 
$185,000,000 in tax anticipation war- 
rants dated 1928 and 1929 and re- 
fuse to accept more until the old ones 
are paid off.” 

The Daily Telegraph deciares that 
the citizens of Chicago, explaining 
why they do not pay their taxes, 
say, “We would be putting our money 
in a rathole while the present bosses 

Chicago are in office.” 

The Daily News and Wesminster 
Gazette says: / 

“Mismanagement by Mayor ‘Big 
Bill’ Thompson and his friends, and 
lethargy on the part of the public 
have reduced Chicago to bankruptcy,” 
and adds: 

“According to accounts from the 
middle west, Chicago with all her im- 
mense wealth is today a beggar, and 
private charity will be necessary to 
keep her charges from starving.” 

Chicago owes $300,000,000, says this 
paper, and is pawriing her future tax 
receipts. 

Meantime the nayal conference stale- 
mate has dropped Tinto an astounding 
oblivion.

LONDON, England, Jan. 24.—Eng- 
land is a land of traditions. The big 
navy is a tradition. Free trade— 
although it is crippling the country’s 
welfare—is maintained because it is a 
tradition. Even the down-and-outs 
sleeping huddled together on the 
benches along the Thames embank- 
ment or on fashionable Piccadilly, 
have become a tradition. 

But nowhere in the whole country 
is a tradition more sacrosanct than 
in the historical clubs which have 
somewhat reluctantly opened. their 
doors to the official American guests 
—the delegates to the naval confer- 
ence and their aids. This is not an 
every-day occurence. Unlike the lead- 
ing American clubs, the English clubs 
are closed organizations. They do 
not interchange guests and do not 
admit temporary visitors except on 
uniqué occasions. 

In some of the most exclusive clubs 
the members are not allowed to bring 
their own guests into the main din- 
ing rooms. A special room with a 
special entrance is reserved for the 
purpose—and other clubs are not even 
that liberal: Members desirous of en- 
tertaining friends at lunch or dinner 
are compelled to take them to restau- 
rants. 

Those clubs which have offered hos- 
pitality to the American delegates and 
experts to the naval conference, 
though very old, are not quite so ex- 
clusive. One—the Army and Navy— 
once accepted a Frechman as a tem- 
porary member: It was Emperor Na- 
»~leon III, when, after his abdication, 
be took refuge in England! 

Members comment even today on the 
generous action of. the governors of 
the club. Its premises were once the 
town residence of Nell Gwynn, actress 
and mistress of Charles II, and though 
quite a few things have changed since 
her days—there is an elevator that 


| earries two persons now—the spirit of 


King Charles still seems to hover over 
the principal rooms. Here gather

ous headwaiter came to the table and 
informed him, “Beg pardon, sir, but 
you may not read that paper in the 
dining room after 6:30.”

The place—to use 
the expression of the younger British 
officers—reeks with admirals and 
generals, 

In pre-war days no member was 
allowed to entér after 12 o'clock mid- 
night unless he wore a cutway and 
silk hat. Now the governors have 
relented and allow the members to 
appear in business suits, but dinner 
jackets or tailcoats are still obligatory 
in the eveping. 

In this club our admirals inter- 
change views with their British col- 
leagues about gun elevation, battle- 
ships, and submarines over a glass 
of that famous port of which the 
United Service Club members are so 
justly proud, for it is alleged to be 
the best in the world. 

Before the American delegation ar- 
rived Prime Minister MacDonald used 
to have sleepless nights for fear the 
admirals of both countries would jump 
at each others’ throats the first time 
they met. He is happy now that the 
admirals seem to understand one an- 
other. 

None of the civilian clubs have 
opened their doors to the American 
delegates. The reason is easy to under- 
stand. The host—Mr. MacDonald—is 
a socialist, and the leading clubs are 
ultra-conservative.

MIGRATION OPPOSED 


U. S. Chamber of Commerce 
Adds Weight to Oppo- 


sition. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—(/)— 
The weight of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States was added 
to the protest of the southwest against 
restriction of western hemisphere im- 
migration in testimony today before 
the house immigration committee. 

After Harry Chandler, publisher of 
the Los Angeles Times, had outlined 
the disadvantages he believed would 
result from application of a quota 
limitation to Mexican immigration, 
three members of the chamber’s spe- 
cial committee on immigration sup- 
ported his stand. 


These three—Arthur S. Bent, Los 


Angeles public works contractor; T.fday was 32. 


Chauncey Brewer, Boston attorney; 
E. G. Peterson, presidert of the Utah 
Agricultural college—were unanimous 
in the belief that such restrictions 
were not desirable. 

Bent and Peterson contended the 
agricultural industry of the southwest 
had been built up with Mexican labor 
and that a continued supply of that 
labor was essential. They said the 
Mexican laborers generally speaking 
were of a docile nature, industrious 
and dependable, did work that was 
unwelcome to the average American 
laborer and created no social problem, 

The Los Angeles publisher, who is 
interested in cotton and live stock 
along the California-Mexico border, 
testified that a majority of the Mex- 
ican peons were seasonal workers, 


coming in only for the harvesting sea- |

son and returning to Mexico when 
there was no longer a need for their 
services, 

By this means, Chandler argued, 
the peons created no unemployment 
situation as was the case with alien 
labor from other parts of the world 
which could not easily leave the coun- 
try when not employed. 

He praised the industry and faith- 
fulness of the peon laborer, and said 
he did not constitute a social] prob- 
lem because there was little effort on 
the part of the Mexicans to inter- 
marry with Americans or to mingle 
socially. 

“We are a thousand times better 
off with Mexican labor than with 
Tilipinos or other foreign classes,” he 
asserted, adding that the Filipinos 
were “quarrelsome, aggressive and 
dirty.”

INCREASES. GREATLY 


Total for Past Six ‘Months 
$189,264,985 Above Pre- 
vious Year. 


WASHINGTON, Jan, 24.—(#)— 
An increase of $189,264,985 in taxes 
collected by the government in. the 
first six months of the 1930 fiscal 
year as compared with the first half 
of the 1929 fiscai year, was shown 
today in figures announced by the in- 
ternal revenue bureau. 

Collections from last July 21 to 
December 31 totalled $1,503,451,74s 
while for the same period a year ago 
the total was $1,314,186,763. Income 
taxes contributed $1,184,602,927 of the 
total, an increase of $171,531,330 over 
the same period last year, while mis- 
cellaneous taxes returned $318,58438,- 
$20, an increase of $17,733,655. 

Among the miscellaneous taxes those 
on tobacco shewed an increase of $14,- 
614.420 for the six months totalling 
$227,087,377, of which cigarets con- 
tributed $181,576,356, an increase of 
$15,180,280 over the six months pe- 
riod of the last year. 

Documentary stamp taxes added 
$50,790,778 to the government reve- 
nues in the first half of the fiscal year 
which was $14,452,308 more than al- 
lowed from that source in the same 
period of the previous year. The tax 
on playing cards declined as compared 
to the six months of the previous 
year, amounting to $2,336,313, a de- 
crease of $188,000, while the number 
of packs manufactured last December 
dropped 770,000 to 4,169,303. 

During the past year money received 

from taxes under the prohibition law 
including penalties, fines, and compro- 
mises, increased by $283,000 as com- 
pared with the same period of the pre- 
vious year, totalling $589,858. 
_ The figures showed that the increase 
in cigarets taken from bonds con- 
tinued in December a total of $8,261,- 
356,533 having been withdrawn = as 
compared with $7,515,100,813 in De- 
cember, 1928.

Dies at French Villa 


(4)—Madame 
Anatole France, widow of the cele- 
brated author, died today. 

Death occurred at the Villa Said in 
Bois Boulogne, scene of the most bril- 
liant years of France’s career. 

She was born Emma Leprevotte, a 
native of Alsace and lived in St. 
Louis, Mo., with her parents from the 
time she was ten until she was 22 
years old. 

Mme. France retained her interest 
in things American and a few years — 
ago joined the National Women’s 
Party championing the cause of 
French suffrage. For many years be- 
fore she married France in 1920 she 
was governess and housekeeper in his 
home. ; 

France, whose real name was 
Jacques-Anatole Thibault, was 76 
years old at the time of his marriage.

PRODUCTION URGED 


Industry Offers Great Possi- 
bilities to Farmer, Says 
Speaker at Athens. 


ATHENS, Ga., Jan. 24.—(#)—The 
farmers’ conference program here to- 
day included addresses on the impor- 
tance of livestock production, the 
progress of extension teaching in ag- 
riculture, and the relation of banking 
to agricultural co-operation. 

Renick W. Dunlap, assistant secre- 
tary of agriculture, told the confer- 
ence that “the upbuilding of a sound 
and lasting agriculture in America is 
bound to contemplate a larger role 
for our livestock industries, but that 
development along this line should 
proceed in the light of careful, can- 
did analysis of the economics of the 
situation, rather than from ignorant 
or misplaced enthusiasm.” 

Referring to the extensive famine 
involving millions of persons in north 
China, Mr. Dunlap said that the Chi- 
nese, despite theif high efficiency in 
agriculture, have not learned to main- 


tain “that great reserve of food which 
is represented in the vast herds and 
flocks of America. In a land depend- 
ent entirely upon its crop for food, 
one crop failure is apt to mean fam- 
ine. 

Mr. Dunlap said he did not “ex- 
pect the south to go out of cotton 
in favor of livestock or anything else. 
The primary aim of livestock produc- 
tion in the south should be that of 
supplementing cotton production and 
not as a substitute for it in a gen- 
eral sense. Livestock offers the great- 
est possibilities to the cotton farmer 
in balancing his system of farming.” 


Reuben Brigham, of Washington, 
said that extension teaching was to 
bring about “the application of the 
findings of science to the every-day 
life of the farmer and home.” He 
said $25,000,000 were being expended 
yearly for the work and 5,700 exten- 
sion agents and supervisors were em- 
ployed. 

Work of banks in relationship to 

agricultural co-operation was describ- 
ed by Gordon L. Groover, of Savan- 
nah, president of the Georgia Bank- 
ers’ Association. 
_Tomorrow the new physical educa- 
tion building of the College of Agri- 
culture will be dedicated. Speakers 
scheduled include Dr. Jesse Feiring, 
of Columbia University, and Governor 
L. G. Hardman.

Congregationalists Elect ’30 


GEORGIAN URGES ACT |Municipal Court Status 


TO SPEED VETERAN AID 


Rutherford Asks Revision of 
Act to Expedite Claim 
Handling. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24. (Special) 
—General revision of the United 
States veterans bureau act in a way 
to make it more responsive to the 
needs of disabled veterans of the world 
war was urged upon the lower house 
in an extended speech on the floor 
today by Representative Samuel Ru- 
therford, of Georgia. 

Representative Rutherford, himself 
a member of the House pension com- | 
mittee, warned his colleague that un- 
less provisions of the act are made 
more flexible an urgent demand will 
soon arise from the country for the 
pensioning of all deserving world war 
veterans. He proposed to the house 
a series of amendments which he said 
would liberalize the present act and 
facilitate the adjudication of claims. 

One of the amendments suggested 
by the Georgia member proposed an. 
award of at least $25 monthly for 
every veteran who was wounded in 
the line of action. Bae ae 

“If there is any class of disability 
that deserves a statutory award,” he 
said, “it is that class that actually suf- 
fered a wound on the battle front. 
Why not include a section providing 
a statutory award of at least $20 per 
month for all veterans who suffered a 
wound in action from the hands of 
the enemy.” 

While refraining from naming any 
individual officer of the veterans bu- 
reau, Representative Rutherford as- 
sailed the system now prevailing 10 
the bureau with respect to the adjudi- 
cation of claims, declaring that there 
is “too much medicine and not enough 
law and common sense.” _ 

“What I may say in this particu- 
lar is not a personal thrust at any 
individual,’ he continued, ‘but 3s di- 
rected at the system as a whole. From 
my experience in dealing with this 
problem, I am firmly of the opinion 
that at least a part of the main trou- 
ble lies in the central offices in 
Washington. 

“Under the provisions of. the law, 
the director is authorized to promul- 
gate rules and regulations that are 
not in conflict with the law. Maps, 
charts, and schedules of ratings have 
been prepared and sent to the differ- 
ent regional offices throughout the 
country, in which specific rates are 
set out for various disabilities. When 
a case is before a claims and rating 
board for consideration, one of the 
first things that the board does is to 
consult the schedule of ratings and 
their decision is rendered in accord- 
ance therewith. 

“I think that the time has now 
come when all of the red tape and 
regulations should be modified or lim- 
ited that each individual case might 
be considered according to the ordi- 
nary rules of evidence and law. 


“One of the three members of each 
claims and rating board is a doctor 
and I boldly assert that he invariably 
dominates the board. Section C, cen- 
tral board of appeals at New Orleans, 
is composed practicaHy of doctors and 
the same situation exists as to the 
personnel of the director's advisory 
group in Washington. Regardless of 
orders and decisions to the contrary, 
medical opinion now practically dom- 
inates every United States veterans 
bureau decision, and claims have to 
be proved from a medical standpoint 


Supreme Court Requested 
To Decide on Situation 
Under New Atlanta 
Borough System. 


The Georgia court of appeals Fri- 
day sent to the supreme court for 
instructions two questions régarding 
the status of the city courts of De- 


catur and Atlanta following the in- 
corporation last year of the borough 
of Atlanta. 

Under the borough plan under 
which Atlanta now operates, Deca- 
tur and several. other towns became 
a part of the borough of Atlanta. 
The court of appeals desired to know 
if the incorporation of the borough 
“deprived the city of Atlanta of its 
character as a city, and thereby de- 
prived the then existing. city court of 
Atlanta of its character as a city 
court whose judgments are reviewable 
by the court of appeals.” Virtually 
the same question was asked regard- 
ing the Decatur court. 

The plea for instructions also asked 
whether the court of appeals has juris- 
diction for correction of errors of the 
two courts in judgments rendered 
since August 17, 1920, when the leg- 
islature approved’ an amendment to 
the laws permitting the forming of 
the borough of Atlanta. The ques- 
tions were asked in the cases of 
Fraser vs. Hunter, from the city 
court of Atlanta; and Walden ys. 
Bryant, from the city court of De- 
catur. 

It is understood that the Atlanta 
Bar Association will appoint special 
counsel to appear in the case and will 
file a brief, while similar action may 
be undertaken by the Atlanta Law- 
yers’ Club.

St. Olat Choir Proves Delight;

Twenty-seven or eight years ago I 
attended a Welsh Histeddfod, held at 
Aberystwith, North Wales. An Lis- 
teddfoed. in case you don’t know, is) 
a Welsh word meaning something '‘ke 
‘competition’ in Englisn. On these 
occasions competitions in ail the arts 
ere held for prizes and they are tre- 
mendously important events in the 
lives cf the Welsh people. 

The climax of every Eisteddfod is 
the competition between great choirs 
of mixed veices, singing entirely un- 
accompanied. Choirs from the min-, 
ing towns of South Wales, from the 
fishing villages of the coast and from 
the farming regions of the north com- 
pete in glorious natural voice—not, 
really, for the prize, which is rarely 
of much value, but for the honor, 
which is of tremendous importance. 

Last night, at the auditorium, 1 
heard for the first time since those 
in 
manner comparable to those glorious 
Welsh groups. 

It was the St. Olaf Lutheran Choir, 
from St. Olaf college, Northfield, Min- 
nesota, and, for nearly two hours, that 
poured streams of purest tone, reso- 
nant with full-throated harmony, over 
the souls of the audience gathered to 
hear them. 

Dr. Melius Christiansen, their di- 
rector, seems to play upon the group 
of 60 young voices as an organist 
plays upon his reeded pipes. He uses 
a baton, as an orchestra conductor. 
but with it he seems to draw the 
notes and harmonics he wishes from 
the open throats of the surpliced group 
before him. 


It was nothing short of marvelous, | 
the effects he produced. We knew 
there was no instrument lending its 
aid’to the natural voices, yet it was 
hard to believe that some great or- 
ganist was not playing upon the stops 
of his instrument, at times. Then, a 
minute later, a pure, thin note would 
carry above the ensembles like’ the 
sweet strain from a violin. 

The program they presented was a 
representative selectiOn from the cho- 
rale field. Works of Bach, of Grieg. ! 
of Liszt were interspersed between | 
Norwegian and Finnish folk songs. 
Two of the highlights of the selections 
were compositions by Dr. Christian- 
sen himself, 

No names are printed on the pro- 
gram, but among the 60 members of 
the choir it is impossible to avoid a 
little special measure of praise for the 
soprano soloist and also for the deep- 
toned basso whose rounded notes lent 
impressive background to many of the 
fuller passages. 

The only possible criticisms of the 
evening are that the auditorium might 
have been warmer for comfort and 
the audience could very easily have 
been larger. Atlanta, it seems, just 
will not turn out in force for any 
musical attraction on its first visit. 
Probably the St. Olaf choir can come 
back again next season, when those 
who heard them last night have spread

WRECK RED MEET 


‘Communist Meeting of 
Protest Before City Hall 
Is Broken Up. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 25.—(/)—Ten 
men were injured today as 


protest against the death of Steve 
Katovis, a clerk, who was shot by a 
patrolman during a strike disturbance 
in The Bronx January 16. 

Herbert Benjamin, organizer and 
secretary of the communist party in 
New York city, said that Police Com- 
missioner Grover A. Whalen had writ- 
ten to Roger Baldwin, of the Ameri- 
can, Civil Liberties Union, promising 
adequate police protection for the 
meeting. 

Demonstrations had just started. 
With Robert Minor, editor of The 
Daily Worker, haranguing the crowd 
from the steps of the city hall, when 
a flying wedge of patrolmen split the 
crowd into three parts. 

As the three groups were hustled 
off in three directions, foot patrol- 
men were joined by mounted police, 
and several of the communists were 
hit with blackjacks and the hoofs of 
rearing horses. 

Among the injured was Minor, Dr. 
Samuel Minowitz, who dressed the 
wounds of the injured in a nearby 
law office, said he saw a policeman 
knock Minor unconscious with his 
club. 

About 1,000 men and women partici- 
pated in the demonstration and sub- 
sequent melee, Deputy Chief Inspector 
McAuliffe said it was the most an- 
noying demonstration the police had 
had to contend with in months, for 
the reason that, as fast as one group 
was broken up, others formed.

Probably the first case on record 
in which an intrinsic value was placed 
on a baby was revealed here Saturday 
night when two policewomen took 
under their wing an 18-month-old | 
baby boy who was being held as se- 
curity on-an unpaid board bill of 
approximately $70.

The boy was ill when taken by the 
policewomen and he was carried to 
Grady hospital for treatment. There 
it was ascertained that he was under- 
nourished and suffering from malmu- 
trition. Chief of Police James L. Bea- 
vers stated Saturday night that he 
would probe the case thoroughly Mon- 
day and that if it became necessary 
cases would be made. , 

It was brought out that the child 
had been in the custody of Mrs. John- 
son for about six. months and that 
the mother, according to Mrs. John- 
son, had made but one effort to re- 
gain it. Mrs. Paul declined to discuss 
the case with reporters.

U.S. Charges Giant Con- 
spiracy Controlled Dis- 
pensing of Alcoholic 
Beverages. 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Jan. 25.—(#) 
One hundred and two Oklahomans, in- 


| cluding several county officials, who, 


the government charges, were members 
of a well-organized liquor ring which 
dominated the rich oil fields of Pot- 
tawatomie county for three years, are 
scheduled to go to trial in federal 
court here Monday. 

Among the defendants are County 
Attorney Ralph Pitman, former Sher- 
iff Frank Fox and several other coun- 
ty officers. 

The trial will be a climax to a 
long-drawn friction between federal 
prohibition enforcement agents and 
county officers. 

Pitman has charged that the gov- 
ernment prosecution was inspired -by 
his prosecution of W. W. Thomason, 
federal prohibition agent, and Jeff D. 
Harris, a deputized aid, on murder 
charges after the killing of two 


farmers near Tecumseh last July 4. 
Harris was convicted in state court 
and sentenced to 50 years in prison. 
The government took jurisdiction in 
Thon.ason’s case and he has not been 
tried. 

The government’s bill of particu- 
lars charges that the purported liquor 
organization awarded concessions to 
retailers, afforded protection, set 
prices and kept out competition. 

The conspiracy had its inception, 
the government charges, in a meeting 
at Tecumseh in 1926. The influx of 


‘thousands of new residents into the 


oil fields provided a largé market for 
illicit beverages. The purported ring, 
termed “the line” by the government, 
sold thousands of gallons of liquor, 
it was claimed, and dispensed beer 
with almost as much freedom as soft 
drinks. 

Whisky was sold for $10 a gallon 
and beer for $6 a case, the govern- 
ment bill said, while the price of alco- 
hol was governed by supply and de- 
mand. 

Concessions were sold at prices 
ranging from $5 to $50 a week, the 
government claims, and profits were 
distributed among the purported ring 
members in proportion to the impor- 
tance of their connection.

India Status Views 


NEW DELHI, India, Jan. 25.—(/) 
Viceroy Lord Irwin, speaking before 
the legislative assembly today, took 
full responsibility for the statement 
he made on his return from England 
regarding ultimate dominion status for 
India, a statement which caused a 
considerable flurry in British and In- 
dian politics at the time. 

He said that his intention was to 
focus attention on three salient 
points : 

1. That while no-British govern- 
ment could prejudze what it would 
recommend to parliament after con- 
sideration of the Simon commission 
report, it restated in unequivocal 
terms that goal of British policy. to- 
ward India. in 

2 It emphasized Sir John Simon's 
assertion that the facts of the situa- 
tion necessitated a constructive at- 
tempt to face the problem of the In- 
dian states with regard to treaties 
regulating their position toward the 
British crown. 

8. It intimated the intention of his 
majesty’s government to convene & 
round table conference before it for- 
mulated any conclusions.

The law as passed by the Basel leg- 
islature was subject to the referen- 
dum, and the vote on the referendum 
was taken on June 29 and 30 of this 
All of the 22 voting precincts 
in Basel gave majorities in favor of 
the law, aud at some of the precincts 
the majority was more than four to 
The total vote polled was 138,- 
G70, of which 10,001 were in favor of 
the law as passed by the legislature, 
which represented a majority of al- 
most three to one, 

The significance attached to this 
vote will be readily understood when 
it is recalled that in May, 1924, the 
people of Basel voted on a somewhat 
similar measure, which was defeated 
by a majority of 629 out of a total 
of 16,741.

CHICAGO, Jan. 25.—(4)—Defi- 
nite dating of the flood, which, the 
Bible relates, destroyed all _ living 
things except those in the ark, is ex- 
pected from tablets recently unearthed 
on the site of ancient Kish in Meso- 
potamia. it was announced today by 
the Field Museum of Natural His- 
tory. 

The announcement followed receipt 
of & report from L, C. Watelin, field 
director of the Field Museum-Oxford 
Tniversity joint expedition, which for 
seven years has been digging up the 
Kishian terrain. Watelin said a num- 
ber of inscribed tablets had been found 
in the lower strata of the many which 
cover the site, along with geological 
and other evidence of a flood. The 
tablets have been turned over to Pro- 
fessor Stephen Langdon, of. Oxford, 
noted archaeologist and director-gen- 
eral of the expedition. 

Virgin soil, Watelin’s report con- 
tinued, has been reached in spots at 
60 feet. Elsewhere, he said, subter- 
ranean water has been met about 50 
feet down. To continue excavation, 
modern science has provided motor 
driven pumps and a pipe line system 
to clear the way for the workmen, an 
innovation in archaeological explora- 
tion.

pinos alleged attentions to white girls. 

Three disturbances since last Sep- 
tembera—at Wenatchee and Cashmere, 
Washington; Exeter, California, and 
the present one at Watsonville—were 
primarily caused by white men ob- 
jecting to Filipino labor in orchards 
and on farms. Of the three, Watson- 
ville’s clash was the most serious with 
the death of one Filipino, the stab- 
bing of a white man at San Jose and 
injuries inflic.ed on both sides in gang 
fights. 

Watsonville’s tense situation was 
created when a white man objected to 
the employment of white girls as dance 
partners of the orientals in a Fili- 
pino clubhouse just outside the city. 
On other occasions, a similar situa- 
tion has led to fighting, deportation 
of Filipino colonies to other parts 
and arrests. 

While leaders of the islands deplore 
the increased exodus of Filipino 
youths, it is conservatively estimated 
that more than 65,000 Filipinos are’ 
now in the three states on the Pacific 
seaboard with an annual increase of 
12,000. The newcomers usually have 
two avenues of employment—domestic 
service and farm work. At first the 
majority seek the fields and many 
become confirmed “fruit tramps.” 

Many of them soon return to the 
larger centers of population looking 
for “white collar’ jobs. They. offer 
their services for much ;less’ than 
white men will accept as wages. The 
Filipinos will promise to do two jobs 
for the wages of one; they offer to 
work as bus boys in restaurants at a 
low figure; run elevators, enter do- 
mestie service, act as janitors or any 
other job for which they. are fitted, 
Hundreds of them are employed in 
hospitals. ‘Thus, students-agree, an 
economic problem is confronted in the 
city as well as the country. 

In the fields a similar situation ex- 
ists, with the Filipino accepting a 
wage far below the average pay the 
white workers can accept and remain 
independent. In the huge canneries 
of the west similar conditions are 
found, with Filipinos working next to 
white men and girls. It is in can- 
nery work that the smouldering: en- 
mity most often comes to the surface 
as ig Vilipinos/lavish gifts upon the 
girls. ' 

_ Many of the immigrants hire out 
in groups fo orchardists and other ag- 
ricultural. enterprises. Fruit workers 
are migratory, starting with handling 
crops in the Imperial valley of Cali- 
fonia in the’ spring and moving north- 
ward until the Wenatchee apple or- 
chards are ready to be plucked. In 
winter there is a general exodus to 
the cities. 

It is pointed out that the Fili- 
pinos occupy a peculiar position in 
the eyes of the federal government. In 
1924 legislation was enacted to ex- 
clude all aliens who were ineligible 
to citizenship. Filipinos come under 
that classification, but courts have 
ruled that as citizens of a subject 
country they are entitled to free en- 
try to the United States without re- 
striction, 

A number of associations and
